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DETAILED ACTION 



This Application has been examined. The original claims 1-22 are pending. The 
examination results are as following. 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tidwell (U.S. 
Patent 6,535,590). 

Regarding claim 1, Tidwell teaches a communication system comprising: a key-input section 16; 
a display section 12; memory 32, which is read on the claimed limitations a key-operation 
storing section and a non- volatile memory section, because ROM and RAM are old and well 
known for use as a memory device); and a control section CPU 30 for executing a series of key

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input information selected by the user with the use of the key-input section 16 (the remote 
control 16), figures 1 and 2, col. 3, line 66 to col. 4, line 7, lines 41-59, and col. 6, lines 23-51). 
Regarding claims 2-22, Tidwell also teaches: an order in the form of series of combination of 
key input information is inputted, displayed, and selected or confirmed the user of the key-input 
section 16, which comprises soft keys (keypad) registered and assigned functional name keys, 
e.g. home key 66, search key 68 (figure 3), etc. , and which is used for making a display of an 
indication (icon) being selected to start or not by a user using the interface device 16; a capability 
for transmitting and receiving email, and a capability for linking to Internet, and accessing to a 
specific web site, figure 3, col. 4, lines 34-35, col. 5, line 61 to col. 6, LI, and col. 8, lines 38-46. 
Claims 2-22 are dependent upon claim 1, and are therefore rejected on the same reasons set forth 
for claim 1 , and by the reasons noted above. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. U.S. Patent # 6,509,908 discloses a personal navigation system having 
programmable functional keys for inputting key information.
